The final Hgures are not yet available, 
but it is believed that $3000 will be clear- 
ed for the Fire Department — a sum 
much needed to pay off part of the 
indebtedness on the recently purchased 
pumper. 

The firemen and their many assistants 
are tired, but happy. The carnival was 
their first venture in affairs of that kind, 
but hard work and good weather made 
a perfect combination for success. 

Not the least pleasing of the features 
of the affair was the condition of Haver- 
ford avenue the next day. Tired out 
from all the preparation and administra- 
tion, the workers did not drop everything 
after the affair was over, but tackled the 
less thrilling job of cleaning up with 
equal vigor. As a result the business 
section emerged almost immediately, 
freed fo booths and lights, and clean of 
paper and refuse. 

The hulk sum realized by the carnival, 
financiers of the company point out, will 
not help in the running expenses. For 
that reason a special appeal is being 
made to every resident who is willing to 
take his part among the nonactive mem- 
bers, to send in three dollars to the 
company for a year's dues.

The Main iLne Boy Council, planned 
to synchornize all boy work in its ter- 
ritory, was formally launched Wednes- 
day night at the Y. M. C. A. building in 
Ardmore. Seventeen men representing 
local civic bodies were in attendance. 

With temporary president, E. A. 
Carlson in the chair, the group adopted 
the constitution drafted by the same 
committee in May. The document out- 
lines the scope and purpose of the new 
organization as follows: 

(a) To encourage and draw together 
in common purpose all individuals and 
agencies interested in Boy Work on the 
Main Line, for the common good of 
Boyhood. 

(b) To arouse a greater interest in 
boys by making known through dem- 
onstrations, exhibitions and general 
publicity what the various organiza- 
tions are undertaking and thus secure 
more adequate support for all. 

(c) To help and be a friend lo boys 
who need encouragement and guidance 
in education, vocation and life prob- 
lems. 

(d) To promote and encourage wise 
and helpful laws effecting the boy. 

(e) To act as a clearing house, to 
gather and supply data, to issue and 
distribute literature and keep its mem- 
bers posted on Boys' Work Move- 
ments, methods and interests . 

Membership will be open to all or- 
ganizations and individuals interested 
in boys, subject to choice by the mem- 
bership committee. The Board of Di- 
rectors will be made up of a representa- 
tive of each organization composing 
the Council. The officers and four 
members at large will constitute the ex- 
ecutive committee, charged with the 
a-tual task of operating the organiza- 
tion. 

Boy Week, which was so successful 
this spring, will be the feature of the 
Council's yearly work. In addition, 
various committees will take care of 
finance, vocational guidance, employ- 
ment, legal problems, Big Brother 
work, etc.

TAX DEADLINE NEAR 

Tax Collector Edwin P. Dolcl this 
week issued a warning that the zero 
hour for the saving of tax penalties 
is at hand. 

On September 15 the 5 per cent, 
penalty was added to the county tax- 
es. Hundreds of residents paid in time 
to save this fee. 

On October 1, a 5 per cent, penal- 
ty will be added to all unpaid school 
taxes, and the 5 per cent, on borough 
taxes will not be allowed. 

In order to facilitate payments, Mr. 
Dold will be at the Narberth Nation- 
al Bank to receive taxes from 8 A M. 
to 3 P. M., Thursday and Friday, and 
Friday evening, from 7 to 9 o'clock. 



Is it pure selfishness which keeps 
Narberth in its position of a pocket 
borough, instead of making the town 
a part of Lower Merion Township? 
That question, and several oilier perti- 
nent comments along the same line, 
arc brought up in a letter to Our 
Town, received this week from Chest- 
er P. Cook. 

Mr. Cook, although not a resident 
of Narberth, is the owner oi a big 
section of business properties on Hav- 
erford avenue. He lives in Merion, 
operates a general store at \nselma. 
Chester county, and was at one time 
owner of the Narberth coal yard. 

His letter, which should provoke 
discussion, at least, is printed herewith? 
Our Town will welcome further com- 
ment for or against the idea from any 
readers who possess opinions concern- 
ing Narberth's political destiny. 
Says Mr. Cook: 

"Some years ago when in flic town 
of Dover. Del., the landlord of the 
hotel at which 1 was stopping gave 
expression to his feelings in about 
the following language: 'Delaware, 
with its three counties, ought to go 
into the State of Maryland, which 
would absorb our overhead expenses. 
Our people are burdened with all kinds 
of special taxes that other Stales do 
not have, so that we can have our own 
Governor, _etc.,. as well as our State- 
hood au'd gTorious^'traditioii's of Caesar 
Rodney. Now that Governor Wilson 
has passed his "Seven Sisters Bill," we 
are, of course, getting all the nice in- 
corporation tax that New Jersey used 
to enjoy, which helps some but State 
pride is keeping us poor.' 

"Delaware since then has kept pact 
with her sister States through the aid 
of her famous sons, the duPonts. 

"Narberth is in somewhat the posi- 
tion of the State of Delaware in the 
humble opinion of the writer and like 
the prodigal son should be making 
back track toward the emerald bosom 
of its mother township. Lower Merion. 
which has vast wealth, both developed 
and undeveloped, and which will lie 
growing throughout the twentieth cen- 
tury while Narberth has about reached 
the limit of her growth. 

"The basic idea of a borough is in 
the main, pure selfishness. Thai is to 
say that a little band of people huddled 
together in a township decide to ab- 
sorb the major portion of their 'taxes 
among themselves and contribute noth- 
ing toward maintaining roads and 
schools in the remaining portion of the 
township. 

"Narberth borough has always been 
well governed and many earnest and 
able men have been numbered among 
her Burgesses and Councilmen. Her 
Fire Department is second to none 
her laws have been well considered 
and she is a model of Tier type, but 
how about the nice new grammar 
school on Bowman avenue, Merion, 
that our South Side kiddies can't at- 
tend? 

"How about the great Lower Mer- 
ion High School, which now educates 
the Narberth boys and girls and treats 
them just the same as if they lived in 
the township, but reserves the right to 
alter that policy should changing con- 
ditions make that school too crowded? 
"How about the Police Department 
of Lower Merion that so efficiently 
takes care of our homes and people, 
charging us little or nothing for over- 
head? Suppose we should lose that? 

"Lower Merion can take us back if we 
carry our own debts until amortized 



(by legislative enactment she can take 
up in no other way) and if we can 
present a united front in the Court pro- 
ceedings that would have to take place 
should we apply for admission to the 
township it is doubtful that we would 
! meet with much opposition. 

"I shall be pleased with the rest of 
your readers to hear the adverse argu- 
ment to all this, other than the usual 
ash and garbage retort. The question 
is one worthy of the best thought oi 
both the^ renters and the property own- 
ers of Narberth and J am writing this 
letter at the risk of waking "Aunt 
Lizzie. 1 am ready to take the lead 
or follow in the rear should, a real 
movement be stared in the direction 
suggested.

"P. S. — Lower Merion assessments 
are as low, if not lower, than our own 
and the rates of taxation much lower 
which, of course, doesn't mean any- 
thing owing to our present nrosperily, 
but still it has a bearing on" the ques- 
tion, don't you think so? When I recol- 
lect how my Narberth friends used to 
growl about the price of coal I am 
sure that they still have feeling in re- 
gard to high taxes."
